It escaped 

attention until this afternoon. The 

noon train north-bound on the Alton road had 

been loaded with the last of the legislators 

and hangers on, and was steaming out of town 

when a gentleman dropped into Gov. Fifer's 

office, and called the attention of that gentle- 
man to the amendment in question. 

The Governor’s time for the last two weeks 
has been consumed in listening to applications 
for pardons and other matters of business 
brought here by members of the Legislature. 
He has not had the time to watch 
the proceedings of the assembly with the 
degree of care he would like, and he did not 
know of the peculiar verbiage of the amend- 
ment until his caller pointed it out to him. 
Gov. Fifer read it very carefully over and over 
again. He is a very good lawyer, and as he 
read the amendment he saw at a glance that 
the Legislature had almost, if not entirely, ex- 
ceeded the authority conferred upon it in the 
call. 

The Governor went over to the mansion 
to dinner and the more thought he 
gave the question the greater was his per- 
plexity. When he returned to the State-House 
he sent forthe bill, the engrossed copy of 
which was in possession of the Secretary of 
State. Speaker Cochran has not signed it yet, 
nor will he do so before Monday because he 
is out of the city, having been summoned 
away on account of sickness in his family. 
The bill is not therefore legally in the custody 
of the Governor. The Secretary of State has 
it and will keep it until Speaker Cochran 
signs it. Then it will be laid before the Gov- 
ernor for his approval and then will come the 
tug of war. 

The Governor and the Amendmen 


Gov. Fifer sent for the journal of the House 
and he found that the following amendment 
was made to the bill as the result of an agree- 
ment of a conference committee: 

And the use of any submerged land which may 
be filled or reclaimed under the provisions hereof 
shall accrue to the of Chicago, to be forever 
mai asa park, and when any part 
theréof is diverted to any other use the title and 
possession to all of said lands shall revert to the 
State of Illinois. ; 

This amendment had been changed by the 
Committee on Conference. It read (as it 

came from the House) as follows: 

And any submerged lands which may be filled 
under the provisions hereof shall accrue to the 
City of Chicago to be forever maintained asa 
public park. 

It had been adopted by the House on the rec- 
ommendation of the Committee on Judici- 
ary, and the records of that committee showed 
it had been offered by Mr. Crafts. No one had 
even as much as hinted in the Legislature 
that there was a question about the constitu- 
tutionality of the matter, and the Governor 
did not know of it until today. He sent for 
the Attorney-General and the Secretary of 
State, and the three officials, together with 
Clerk Buckingham of the House and ‘Secretary 
Watson of the Senate, held a long secret con- 
ference, in which the constitutional questions 
involved were discussed, and the journals were 
examined. , 5

He may find some way out of the dilemma 
and allow the bill to become a law, in the 
opinion that the clause in question does not 
invalidate the entire act. He will approve it 
if he can consistently do so, but the measure 
is in imminent danger of being lost. If the 
proper law officer of the State expresses a 
doubt as to the constitutionality of the amend- 
ment there can be no doubt but the Governor 
will be compelled to veto the bill. 

Gov. Fifer and Milton Hay, one of the most 
eminent lawyers in the country, held a long 
consultation tonight, it is believed in consid- 
eration of the constitutionality of the bill. 
Mr. Hay has been the confidential adviser of 
all of the Governors of this State for the last 
twenty-five years. Many legal- points have 
been settled by him at the instance of Gov- 
ernors of this State, and his opinion 
in such matters always carries great 
weight. Enough is known of the condition of 
affairs tonigh. to warrant the admonition to 
the directors of the World’s Fair that they 
had better be getting their lawyers together and 
asking for opinions as to the constitutionality 
of the bill. The matter will be taken up by 
Gov. Fifer Tuesday, and it is not improbable 
that a good many prominent people will be 
here at that time. 

If Gov. Fifer is forced to veto the bill it is 
understood that he will not reconvene the Leg- 
islature, but will allow the matter to be rein- 
troduced in the Thirty-seventh General As- 
sembly. 


SOUTH PARKS GET THE BENEFIT. 


The $500,000 Will Be Devoted to Perma- 
nent Improvements. 

„Some of the World's Fair Directors seem 
to think that as soon as the South Park Com- 
missioners get the $500,000 to be voted by the 
people next November the latter will immedi- 
ately proceed to spend the money 4n prepar- 
the unimproved part of the park for 
World’s Fair ground under supervision of the 
World's Fair Directory, said a director yes- 
terday. This does not seem to be the idea of 
the Park Commissioners. They say 
that the money is to be 
voted for park purposes and will be used for 
such purposes and for none other. Every 
dollar will be used, they say, in the way of 
improvement of the park as a park. It such 
improvement can be made so as at the same 
time to carry out the purposes of the World’s 
Fair Directors, well the good. The 
Park - Commissioners will be most ac- 
commodating when it comes to that. But 
they will not in any way deviate from 
the original plan of improving Jackson Park 
as proposed by the landscape engineer Olms- 
ted. To illustrate: There are ridges of tim- 
bered lands within the park. It may be that 
the directors would want the timber cut away 
to make way for buildings. The Park Com- 
missioners would object if the Olmsted vlan 
contemplated that such ridges should remain. 
Then again the directors may want to fill in 
some of the low lands to make a building 
site. Ifthe low land lies within the region 
marked out for a lake by Olmsted the Com- 
missioners would object, unless the directors 
agreed to move away the filling after the 
Pair. 4

pose to do is to extend’ the Lake-Shore drive 
as far south as Sixty-seventh street from the

TO SUPPLY CHICAGO WITH NATURAL GAS. 


An Indiana Company Buying Lands and 
Preparing to Build Pipe-Lines. 

Inpranapouis, Ind., Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 
Chicago is to have natural gas and it is to 
come from the Indiana fields. The Indiana 
Gas and Oil company will build two eight- 
inch pipe-lines,and will have three pumping sta- 
tions. The main grounds will be in Howard 
County, and the company has leased over 
100,000 acres of land in the Counties of How- 
ard, Miami, Cass, Pulaski, Starke, La Porte, 
Porter, Lake, Grant, Tipton, Delaware, and 
Madison. The general office will be in Chi- 
cago, but the company is composed of capital- 
ists from New York and New Jersey. Some 
of the Indianapolis Natural Gas company 
people are interested. 

In the various counties the company has 
filed trust deeds to the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank of Chicago and Ferdinand 
Winter of this city, as trustees. This mort- 
gage was given with the sanction of all the hold- 
ers of the gas company’s entire capital 
stock of $2,000,000 to secure the payment of 
not more than $5,000,000 of twenty-year first- 
mortgage 6 per cent gold bonds, each bond 
being of the denomination of $1,000. Inter- 
est is to be paid each first day of January and 
July. Four million dollars in these bonds 
have been issued, dated July 1, 1890, and 
due July 1, 1910. The gas company reserves 
the right to call in any or all of these bonds 
July 1 of any year prior to their maturity by 
paying principal and interest to such first 
day of July and 5 per cent premium upon 
their par value. Beginning with 1892 the gas 
company must each year buy in not less than 
$150,000 par value of these bonds. 


SHOT A CHICAGO PRINTER. 


A Texas Desperade Runs Amuck and Seri- 
ously Wounds an Inoffensive Man. 

Hovsron, Tex., Aug. 2.—[Special. ]—Yester- 
terday afternoon Frank Bates, nephew of the 
late W. R. Baker and an ex-Deputy United 
States Revenue Collector, got on one of his 
periodical drunks. He started out with a 45- 
caliber Colt revolver in one hand and a cow- 
hide in the other. His first act was to brutally 
cowhide an old man of 70 years. For this he 
was arrested, but soon afterward released. 
As soon as night came he ran amuck, 
cursing and abusing every one he 
met, and, with his six-shooter in his 
hand, defied the police. About 3 o’clock 
this morning he went into a saloon where he 
met Alphonso E. Fraeier. Bates abused 
Frasier and the barkeeper, and then shot 
Frasier twice in the left side and wounded 
James O’Connor, a printer. Bates then fled, 
but was captured later and lodged in jail.

“It is not on sale at our store, and never 
has beeh. Some time ago it was offered to 
us, and a council was called and the book ex- 
amined. We decided that it was unfit to be 
placed upon our counters.“ 

As regards Tucker’s charge that Wana- 
maker would not sell the book because he 
could not get it at his own figures, those who 
know of the plan of dealing in the establish- 
ment are greatly inclined to believe that 
Tucker is telling the truth. But that Mr. 
Wanamaker would use the power of his de- 
partment for revenge upon a man with whom 
he could not make a business arrangement 
nobody here believes. There are many 
peculiarities about Wanamaker’s establish- 
ment, which no one has yet been able to 
fathom. While playing cards are forbidden, 
poker chips can be bought by the wagon 
load. 


LIKELY TO BE REVOKED. 


The Order Excluding the “Kreutzer So- 
nata” from the Mails May Be Recalled, 
Wasmxdrox, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 

The facts are wholly at variance with the ac- 

cusation of the publisher of the Kreutzer So- 

nata” against Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker that the latter excluded the book from 
the mails because he refused to give Mr. 

Wanamaker a special discount on a large or- 

der for the books. The Postmaster-General 

said before he left the city today that he knew 
nothing about the exclusion of the book from 
the mails until the fact was published. The 

decision was made. by the chief clerk as a 

routine matter in compliance with an opinion 

of Mr. Tyner, the law officer of the Post-Of- 

fice Department, that the work is “of an m- 

decent character.“ 

The person therefore responsible. for the ex- 
clusion of the book is Mr. Tyner, whose re- 
markable decision is so generally condemned 
by everybody who knows the character of the 
work. The matter must stand as it now is 
until Mr. Wanamaker shall have had time to 


review the decision upon his own motion or 


upon appeal. All of the officials in any way 
concerned in the matter are out of the city.

“The Kreutzer Sonata” in Great Demand a 
the Booksellers. 

The interesting battle between Col. James 
A.Sexton of the Chicago Post-Office and Count 
Leo Tolstoi of Moscow was maintained yes- 
terday with unabated vigor in spite of the 


heat. Count Tolstoi’s story, The Kreutzer 


Sonata, was tossed out of the Post-Office as 
fast as it came in. Atnoon Col. Sexton went 
away to attend a funeral and left the job of 
suppressing the book to the assistant censor, 
John M. Hubbard. Mr. Hubbard did his 
work well, and he can send his bass down into 
his boots this morning at the Second Presby- 
terian Church with the comforting knowl- 
edge that not one of the little books with yel- 
low and red covers escaped his virtuous eye. 

Mr. Hubbard read The Kreutzer Sonata 
furtively all through the day. When a visitor 
entered and distracted his attention Mr. Hub- 
bard placed a piece of scarlet flannel between 
the leaves. At 4:30 0’clock he was perspiring 
freely and had taken off his coat and vest, 
The more he read the deeper he became in- 
trenched behind his conviction that The 
Kreutzer Sonata was a work that was likely 
to blast the purity of Chicago. Sometimes he 
read passages from the book to Capt. Maurice 
McGrath and Gen. Thomas to show these gen- 
tlemen that he and Mr. Wanamaker were 
right when they refused to allow the Post- 
Office to be contaminated by the story of the 
man in the railway compartment. After 
Capt. McGrath heard a chapter he said some.

The mercury in the railroad thermometer

A. Gordon Murray 
rode on a big horse with his wonted dashing 
air, the pipers trudged along blowing them- 
selves red in the face, and the kilted Highland- 
ers kept step to the pibroch with the con- 
sciousness that they were the ‘admired 
of all observers. Four long special 
trains were required to carry the crowd 
to the picnic grounds, and probably only the 
railroad company knows how many thousands 
were there. 

The Tug of War. 

The feature of the day was the games, many 
of which were purely national in character, 
and the rest of the usual pienic variety. The 
hammocks under the shady trees, the ice-cream 
booth, and the dancing pavilion 
had their accustomed patronage 
but it was the games and trials of skill and 
strength that held forth the greatest attrac- 
tion. A big rectangular field was roped off, 
the crowd surrounded it a dosen deep, and the 
contests began. 

The big event was the tug of war, which 
created the greatest excitement. Four 
teams were to compete and it was 
understood that the winners were to 
be accorded the distinction of being pitted 
against the Canadians at the British-American 
picnie, Aug. 23. There was something more 
to tug for—the championship of the City of 
Chicago. The Irishmen who have held it for 
a twelvemonth were present to prove their 
title or relinquish it, their old- 
time antagonists, the English team, 
besides the Humboldt Park team and 
the Caledonian and Highland team, were each 
equally determined to wrest it from them. 

It was a pretty battle for a while. The 
Hightanders and the English pulled first. The 
sympathy of the crowd was naturally with the 
former. But it was fairplay from start 
to finish. After a hard tussle the 
rope slipped through the fingers of 
the Englishmen and the Highlanders 
won the first tug to the great delight of the 
crowd. Then Humboldt Park beat the Irish 
in an exciting tug, and the championship lay 
between them and the Highlanders, 

The odds were on the Highlanders for the 
final victory, but these sanguine expectations 
disastrously collapsed. Just how it hap- 
pened no one knows, but as soon as 
the word was given the. Humboldts 
dragged the Highlanders clear over the line. 
Hardly ten seconds did it take, and the High- 
landers and their friends weré astonished be- 
yond measure. But the Humboldts won the 
championship and will tug for higher laurels 
when the Canadians come, 

No ‘small interest attached to the 
fourth event—the “tossing of the 
caber.” The caber is a big stick 
of wood, too heavy for a meat man to lift. 
It is used by the Highlanders to blockade 
the woods and passes against the enemy, and 
the brawniest men of a clan are usually des- 
ignated as pioneers to perform this duty. 
Archie Scott, a Canadian, whose home is at 
Woodstock, won the first prize by tossing the 
caber 38 feet and 10 inches. Robert McLen- 
nard was second with a score of 36 feet 7 
inches. 

Gorgeous National Costumes. 

The clans were all highly interested in the 
competitions for the prizes for the best- 
dressed Highlander. Violet Crowe, a little 
blue-eyed cherub, was given first prize by the

PITTSBURG MEN DENY THE SALES. 


Leading Manufacturers Claim to Disbelieve 
the Deal with the English Syndicate. 
Pitrssure, Pa., Aug. 2. 


an English syndicate, which it stated 
had in all purchased thirty-there facto- 
ries in Ohio, West Virginia, and Pennsylvania. 
At the offices of McKee Brothers, Bryce, Hig- 
bee & Co., Thomas Wightman & Son, the 
Pheenix Glass company, and the Lime Glass 
Association it was declared that the alleged 
British syndicate never even had any options 
on Pittsburg factories, and that the Findlay 
options have expired. 

The dispatch, however, caused a deal of 
consternation and heartburning among the 
twenty or more traveling salesmen who are 
now and have been quite a time at the Monon- 
gahela House. Most of them think it not 
only possible that a syndicate has bought up 
thirty-three factories but they believe it to be 
very probable. The main reason urged 
against the probability of the purchase is that 
there actually are two syndicates in the field 
trying to outbid each other. In this casé of 
course the factories would go to the highest 
bidder, if they go at all. But this competi- 
tion between the two syndicates is apt to de- 
feat the whole plan. 

The question, Why do you think it prob- 
able that the factories may sell out?’’ was 
answered in this way: First, tableware glass 
men are making no profits now, or very small 
ones. They would not refuse an acceptable 
offer. Secondly, a syndicate or trust could 
make profits. Such a synndicate would begin 
by raising prices (lamps are now already 40 
per cent higher than they used to 
be). The jobbers would like to see | 
prices go up, because they could 
then get better margins. The consumer 
would pay the difference. If a syndicate can 
make its own prices it can make its own profit. 
The combination would not raise prices very 
suddenly and extravagantly, but it would by 
stages force prices back to the money-making 
standard that existed before an overdone 
competition pulled them down to or below 
cost. 

Then the syndicate would have far less ex- 
penses than the factories now have in the ag- 
gregate. The syndicate would buy in larger 
quantities, therefore cheaper. By domg 
away with the traveling salesmen some 
$400,000 would be saved per year. 
Besides, the absence of competi- 
tion would cause many expenses to be un- 
necessary which are now incurred to beat 
rivals, If the syndicate is a fact it must buy 
forty-six, not thirty-three, factories; or even 
more than forty-six, for it cannot leave any 
chance for competition, and there are many 
factories| now lying idle (and not on the list) 
that can be started at a moment’s notice, 

A meniber of the firm of Bryce, Highee & 
Co. of this city said: I know there has been 
dickering going on for quite a while between 
the representatives of a foreign syndi- 
cate and home manufacturers relative 
to the sale of American factories, 
but so far as I know nothing at all 
has thus far come of it. So far as the Pitts- 
burg factories are concerned, I don’t think 
there has been an option given, let alone a 
sale made. Regarding the Findlay factories, 
I believe there were some options given some 
time ago, but understand they were allowed 
to expire.” 

Wueenne, W. Va., Aug. 2.— [Special. 
Col. August Rolf of the Central Glass Works 
denies that any Wheeling establishment has 
sold out to the English syndicate, but admits 
that information has been requested by its 
agents as to the capital stock, output, and 
value of plant.

FROM THE FRENCH CAPITAL. 


What Was Said of the McKinley Bill in 
the Chamber of Deputies, 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.) 

Paris, Aug. 2.— I have been assured that 
the McKinley Tariff bill will be applied in the 
most liberal spirit. A convention of Plenipo- 
tentiaries and Consuls-General of the United 
States will shortly meet in Paris 
to determine the methodg of its 
application.“ So said M. Ribol, the French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, in the Chamber of 
Deputies; and since this reply was made 
to an interpellation on the McKinley bill, 
French exporters to the United States 
have hugged the hope that the more 
drastic features of the measure introduced by 
the Ohio Congressman would be toned down.

After a couple of weeks of the sharpest 
kind of sleuthing—detective’work that only 
the Central Station officers are capable of— 
these clew-finders discovered a gambling- 
house in full operation! They did 
not find it down-town, where 
the crowd of gamblers in front of the various 
resorts prevents the diseovery of a tiger’s lair, 
but at No. 86 Fourth avenue, a little stuffy 
place run by a negro saloonkeeper named An- 
drew Scott. The mental labor connected 
with this discovery was a severe strain on the 
detective department, and it was not in shape 
to interrupt other games, if they thought there 
were others. 

The officers did not have the slightest trou- 
ble in getting into No. 86. They used neither 
sledge-hammers nor crowbars. ‘They said: 
We are officers. Let us in, and the doors 
flew open. The thirty-nine players who were 
engaged in faro, poker, roulette, and hazard 
were loaded into patrol wagons and taken to 
the Harrison Street Station. They were soon 
bailed out by accommedating saloonkeepers. 

It is ridiculous—not str that the offi- 
cers of Chief of Police M can find little 
out-of-the-way games and not the big ones 
where from fifty to 300 men gamble at a time. 
The little fellows carry on their industry in a 
stealthy and dissembli way. Their doors 
are carefully guarded and no crowds are per- 
mitted in front of the establishment. 
big fellows do not do this. They 
evidently. think such precautions super- 
fluous, and in consequence anybody can 
got in. There is invariably a crowd of loudly- 

ressed and trumpet-tongued individuals in 
front of these establishments. Clark street, 
on its two principal blocks, is dotted with 
group after group of these offensive fellows, 
and 1 people, who find it necessary 
to use the thoroughfare! have their eyes and 
ears offended, and .often are compelled to use 
the roadway. Such wasthe case last night, 
and such is the case nearly every night. 

e police were entirely oblivious to the 
fact that there were games going on at Nos.

All 
of these places were well patronized, especial- 
ly that of Hankins at No. 134 Clark street.

The highest penalty that can be 
imposed under this ordinance is $200, 
The statute provides for a fine of 
$2,000 and imprisonment for one 
year or both. May did not want 
to be hard on his former clients.

Nor would he 
prosecute them under the Gamblers’ act, 
which would impose a fine of 3500 for the 
first offense and imprisonment for six months 
for a Second offense. That might be too hard 
on his clients. Then, again, Mr. May would 
have charge of the cases brought under the 
ordinance until its final determination. If 
the prosecution under the law were brought 
the cases on appeal would pass under the 
jurisdiction of the State’s Attorney. Mr. May 
did not want that either. 

But May’s queer proceedings did not end 
here. When the gamblers appealed from the 
conviction under the ordinances and the cases 
were sent up to the Criminal Court, they were

DELINQUENT CONGRESSMEN MUST AT- 

The Patience of the Hard-Working Mem- 
bers of the House About Exhausted— 
A Resolution Adopted Rescinding Every 
Leave of Absence Not Given on Account 
of Sicknéss—Senaters Trying to Keep 
Cool—Capital Gossip. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 2.—[ Special.] — The 
patience of the Republican leaders of the 
House is about exhausted. It was bad enough 
to have to spend five or six hours a day in the 
Representatives’ chamber with the thermom- 
eter at about ninety degrees, but when the 
Democrats set in to worry them by taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that nearly one-half of the

INDIAN OUTLAWS CAPTURED. 


Gen. Miles Tells of the Campaign Against 
Kid's Band. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Aug. 2.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Miles, commanding the Division of the 
Pacific, in a telegram to the Adjutant-General 
of the army, gives the following particulars 
concerning the capture in Arizona of the 
Indian outlaws responsible for the murder 
of Sheriff Reynolds and Messrs, Hardie and 
Baker: ° 


During the last two weeks the troops there have 
secured six of the outlaws—one killed, one severe- 
ly wounded and captured, and four others capt- 
ured. Kid and two others remained in Mexico, 
and arrangements have been made which it is be- 
lieved will result intheir eapture. Indian Sayes, 
wounded in Lieut. Michie’s fight, acknowledges 
being one of the Reynolds murderers, and had 
Sheriff Reynolds’ rifle at the time he was 
captured. e also admits that he was present at 
the killing of Hardie at Rucker Cafion, and says 
that Kid fired the fatal shot, and that Washlan ’ 


| who was killed in the fight with Lieut. Michiethe

companion. Mr. Baker was killed by the Indian 
Masse, who is known as the Lone Chiricahua, who 
esca from the cars near St. Louis at the time 
the Apaches were being moved to Florida, and 
worked his way back to the mountains near San 
Carlos, Ari. e troops have been exceedingly 
active and zealous, and their success is quite sat- 
isfactory.

itself. The victory is yet afar off, however, 
when the English will win back their pure air 
and sky. It is sad but a fact, writes the es- 
sayist, that over the whole of Staffordshire, 
Cheshire, the beautiful Peak country of Der- 
byshire, large portions of Yorkshire, Lanca- 
shire. Leicestershire, Warwickshire, and Not- 
tinghamshire, the last purity of the sky is 
pone.

Today in or- 
der to see a clear sky, to breathe a pure air 
one must seek it out—for the 22 part o 
our land is lost under a pall—the funereal pall 
of a people that prefers riches to the sight of 
the face of God.“ 

It is hardly necessary for anyone acquainted 
with the evils of smoke in Chicago to follow 
Mr. Carpenter in his enumeration of those 
which afflict Londen. The soot and carbon 
particles deposited on stone, being charged 
with sulphurous and carbonic acid, eat away 
its substance, and make renewals necessary at 
great cost. fron rusts more rapi than in 
the country, and other metals quickly oxidize. 
Galvanized iron and bronze do not endure; 
mortar’ swells and crumbles, and expensive 
textile fabrics hardly can be exposed to Lon- 
don air without rapid deterioration. Even 
Cleopatra’s Needle which has endured un- 
changed for centuries on the banks of the 
Nile, is hastening to er the murky fogs 
of the Thames. Besides the damage it inflicts 
the smoke itself represents a heavy loss. There 
must be at least 100,000 tons thus belched 
forth annually, and ihis does not include the 
fact that of that which is actually burnt a 
large proportion is wasted, since, owing to the 
defectiveness of aur heating arrangements, 
— a small fraction of the heat evolved is 
really made use of. 

The 5 — intensity of the immemorial 
fogs of England is to be attributed, accordi 
to Mr. Carpenter, to the prevalence of smoke. 

But more interesting than the list of evils 
from which England suffers is Mr. Carpenter’s 
answer to the question, Can the smoke nui- 
sance be done away with? 

With existing scientific knowledge, with exist- 
ing methods, with existing appliances, the smoke- 
nuisance might practically be abolished and be- 
come a thing of the past; and that, too, without 
any appreciable loss of material wealth, and very 
possibly with an inerease of it. The real and 
main difficulty is that of public opinion—to bring 
public opinion to a point where it will make an 
effort to understand the question, and under- 
standing rouse itself to action. That is the diffi- 
culty we have to face today. The mechanical so- 
lutions of the question, though there may be bet- 
ter ones in store for usin the future, lie already 
to hand, waiting to be put into operation. 

The various sources of coal-smoke may be rough- 
ly classified as follows: (1) Boiler-furnaces; (2 
heating and melting furnaces of all sorts; an 3 
domestic chimneys. Of these, the domestic chim- 
neys, except in London and the largest provincial 
towns, may for the present be neglect Aud of 
the two non estic sources of smoke, in most 
towns the boiler-furnaces are by far the more im- 
2 n some cases—as where there are 

arge iron-works—the heating-furnaces must not 
be by any means neglected. 

Mr. Carpenter first takes up boiler furnaces, 
and describes the principle applied by Jukes 
thirty years ago, by which chimneys were ren- 
dered smokeless, or nearly so: 

He caused the grates to be made of bars linked 
together so as to farm an endless chain passi 
round two drums, one situated at the front — 
one at the back of the fire. By a revolution of the 
drums the fire was thus caused slowly to recede 
from the front, where the fuel was laid on, to the 
back, where what remained fell over in the form of 
ashes into the flue bottom. The smoke from the 
fresh fuel thus supplied in front near the fire-door 
had always.to pass over incandescent fuel lyi

Abanduning the endless chain of 
Jukes, they obtain the same result by an ingenious 
and alternating movement of solid fire-bars—the 
fire-bars move backward a small space of two or 
three inches all tegether, carrying the fire 
of course with them, then they return one by one 
into position, sliding under the fire; then after 
an interval they all move back together again, 
and so on—an arrangement which not only car- 
ries the fire continually backwards, but breaks 
it up, obviating the formation of * clinkers.”” The 
coals are fed, either by a shoot or by hand, intoa 
hopper in the front of the furnace, whence by the 
movement of the machinery they fall or are 

ushed n a continuous but thin stream into the 
— the flre. The small amount of smoke 
formed is instantly cansumed, and it rarely ant 
pens, when three or four of these furnaces are 
pouring their products of combustion into one 
chimney, that anything more than the sligh.est 
film can be seen issuing therefrom. 

The writer adds that the tall chimney of the 
London Hydraulic Power company at the 
sotheastern end of Blackfriars Bridge receives 
the smoke products of eight furnaces worked 
by mechanical stokers, yet the uninitiated 
would suppose from its usual appearance that 
the fires were simply not burning. 

While the smoke-consumers described have 
been shown to be practicable and economical 
there are yet conservative owners of furnaces 
who do without them, declining to go to the 
expense of providing new machinery and pre- 
ferring by hand-flring to work their fur- 
naces beyond their proper powers—itself a 
prolific cause of smoke. e pressure of pub- 
lic opinion in the form of authority is wanted 
to prevent this sacrifice of public to private 
convenience. 

In regard to the heating furnaces Mr. Car- 
penter goes into similar explanations and 
reaches similar corielusions. Gas is the solu- 
tion of the problem. The by-products of the 
manufacture of gas are now so valuable that 
some firms find it profitable to produce their 
own gas and heat their furnaces by means of 
it, instead of directly by the use of coal. The 
gas being mixed with air an intense heat is 

eveloped from it, but absolutely no smoke. 
As to economy through the actual heating of 
an oven by lighting gas is undoubtedly more 
costly than the use coal, yet when the ease 
and rapidity of operation, the prompt re-heat- 
ing, and the general saving of labor and anx- 
iety—not to mention the cleanliness and en- 
tire absence of smoke and sulphur—are taken 
into consideration, the total material advan- 
tage seems to be decidedly in favor of the 
modern method.

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DIRECTORS TAKE HOLD OF WORLD’s | 


FAIR BUSINESS WITH A WILL, 
The Executive Committee Meets and Ac- 
complishes More than Has Been Done 
at Any Single Sitting Since the Incor- 
poration— Mr. Allerton Proposes a New 
Property - Owners — Various Measures 
Considered—Exposition Notes. , 

Work has been begun in earnest on the mat- 
ters relative to the World's Fair that present 
themselves with the close of legislation. 

At the meeting of the Executive Committee 
yesterday afternoon details of the site matter 
were discussed, a committee was appointed to 
confer with the Michigan avenue property- 
owners, another was appointed to confer with 
President Palmer and the Committee of the 
National Commission, and the Committee on 
Buildings and Grounds was instructed to meet 
with the South Park Commissioners at the 
earliest possible moment to discuss matters 
with reference to Jackson Park. 

This is more business than has been trans- 
acted by any one committee at a single sitting 
since the World’s Fair was incorporated. 

There were present at the meeting: 

Samuel W. Allerton, William T. Baker, 
Thomas B. Bryan, Charles L. Hutchinson, 
Marshall M. Kirkman, Edward F. Lawrence, 
Andrew McNally, Adolf Nathan, Erskine M. 
Phelps, Anthony F. Seeberger, Robert A. 
Waller, L. J. Gage, and Secretary Butter- 
worth. 7 

Mr. Allerton, who has just arrived from 
Europe, signalized his arrival by introducing 
a Lake-Front plan. He suggested that, in- 
stead of piling and filling in, a huge coffer- 
dam be built around the portion that it was 
desired to reclaim, and then the water be 
pumped out of it. The buildings could then 
be erected onthe bottom of the lake. He 
thought this could be done in six months, and 
could be kept drained by an inexpensive sys- 
tem of pumps. : 

A number of objections were raised to this 
scheme. In the first place it was estimated 
that it would cost a large sum of money, and

There May Be Friction. 


Another matter that had to be looked after 
was the position of the Michigan avenue prop- 
erty-owners, and for this p a committee 
was appointed, consisting of Directors Aldis, 
Seeberger, Allerton, Hutchinson, and Higin- 
botham The “right of eminent domain 
clause in the bill passed by the islature 
gives the city the right to.ondemn the ease- 
ments of these property-owners, but it is 
thought that an adjustment can be made with- 
out resorting to the courts. If those owning 

roperty become convinced that the Lake- 

Front is so guarded that it can never be any- 
thing but a public park it is thought that they 
will make no trouble for the directors.

Mr. Marfield’s statement 
is that June 15 of each year since 1865, be- 
tween the hours of 10 a. m. and 12 m., he has 
caught, well hooked, and then lost a pickerel 
with a warty formation ‘near the left eye. 
This formation has grown with the 

ickerel. When the fish was first 

ooked it (the fish, that is to say) 
weighed about four pounds and the formation 
was the size of a bean. Whereas now that the 
pickerel has grown to nigh twe nty-five pounds 
the formation resembles a clothespin in size. 
The pickerel is certainly a large and desperate 
one, and equally elusive. The attention of 
Chieago fishermen is called to the statement 
of Mr. Morfield, which will be attested, whole 
or in ory by many well-known residents of 
the lakes. 

Mr. Morfield and the pickerel are more or 
less a degression, for neither one of them can 
be considered a social‘ factor in Lake Geneva 
society.

Anoruer of the Cook County Judges has de- 
cided to retire from the bench to accept a 
more lucrative office from one of the corpora- 
tions of Chicago. Judge Egbert Jamieson 
forwarded his resignation to the Governor 
yesterday. It is mtended to take effect the 
lst of September, when the Judge will enter 
the services of the North and West Division 
Street railway companies as general counsel, 
vice Mr. F. S. Winston, who retired some 
time ago. Judge Jamieson was elected in 
November, 1886, as a Democrat, having been 
indorsed also by the Socialists, who polled 
about 20,000 votes that year. On the bench he 
forgot all about politics and partisanship. He 
held the scales of justice with an even hand, 
and was well liked by the respectable mem- 
bers of the bar and by suitors. He 
presided at the trial of the boodle 
Commissioners, and his rulings, which 
were as prompt as they were clear cut and 
positive, were sustained after exhaustive re- 
view by the Appellate and Supreme Courts. 
They were in accordance with the law and in 
the interest of public justice. The Judge since 
has been attacked severely by the boodlers 
and their friends, but he always has been sus- 
tained by the conscioustiess that he was right 
and acted according to the law and the pre- 
cedents. In the celebrated Carter case his 
legal acumen and judicial discernment also 


were tested severely, but he acquitted himself 


well” One of the young men of the bench, he 
assisted much in expediting cases. He could 
get through the work of two average Judges, 
and his decisions were seldom or never re- 
versed. "He was for that reason always most 
welcome as a presiding Judge in the Criminal 
Court, where he did much to keep the docket 
clear. The public sustains a severe loss 
through his retirement. His duty to himself 
and to his family doubtless impelled him to 
the course he has taken. The public loss is 
the gain of the corporations which have se- 
cured his services. 


THE LAKE-FRONT SITE. 

The question still confronts the World’s 
Fair Directors how they are going to get hold 
of any more of the Lake-Front than is now 
out of water. The Council has granted them 
the use of 150 acres, with authority to fill out 
far enough to make the necessary area, and 
the State has given them the use and occupa- 
tion of all the submerged lands it has title to. 
But the Illinois Central has taken an appeal 
from the Harlan-Blodgett decision, which de- 
clared that it was not entitled to these sub- 
merged lands. It can if it chooses stop all 
filling and piling in the outer harbor till the 
suit is decided. So if it stands on its dignity 
it can restrict the use of the Lake-Front to 
the narrow strip east of its tracks. 

Doubtless the road would be willing to make 
acompromise with the city, much like the 
one talked about some weeks ago, which con- 
tem plated an exchange of properties and the 
payment of a million and a half as boot by the 
road. But there does not seem to be any- 
thing in the World’s Fair bill which gives 
the Council the authority to make any 
arrangement with the railway. The Council 
said the directors might fill south of Monroe 
street extended. The Legislature has con- 
curred generally in that, but has provided 
that the lands which are reclaimed shall be 
maintained as a public park, “and when any 
part thereof is diverted to any other use” the 
title shall revert to the State. It is difficult to 
see where the Council has the power to give 
tothe Illinois Central, even by way of ex- 
change,a right of way over the new-made 
lands or the submerged lands to the east of 
them, or how it has the power to barter off to 
the Central without legislative permission any 
of the submerged lands north of Monroe 
street as was contemplated. 

The Council has notified the directors that 
they must make no agreement with the Cen- 
tral without its concurrence. It is hard to see 
what kind of an agreement the city can make 
that will amount to anything. Therefore the 
best way out of the muddle would seem to be 
for the r to let the directors go ahead 


want to, simply declaring why it lets it be 
done and that it is not meant as a waiver of 
any of its rights. It is safe enough to do this, 
for, whatever the railroad people may say, 
there is not one chance in a hundred thou- 
sand that the suit will be decided in their 
favor. Ifthey imitate the dog in the manger 
and allow no use to be made of the submerged 
lands they will not add much to their popu- 
larity, for they will block pretty effectually 
the utilization of the Lake-Front except on 
the smallest possible scale. 


THE POOL-ROOM WAR. 

Judge Baker made a decision yesterday 
which deprives the city of the last shadow of 
an excuse for not closing the pool-rooms. He 
had before him the case of a man who clained 
to be arrested under the pool-room act, and 
alleged it was unconstitutional. The papers 
in the case showed that he had been held for 
gambling and not for violating the pool-sell- 
ing act. Therefore it was needless for the 
Judge to pass on the merits of the law. Ner- 
ertheless he did so, and gave it as his opinion 
that it was worthless, legalizing as it did a 
common law offense in one place and prohib- 
iting it in another. To him the pool-sellers at 
the racetrack were as much law-breakers as 
those having offices down-town. 

While this decision is gratifying to the city 
authorities, in that it gives them an exeuse for 
breaking up pool-sellmg at the West Side 
tracks, and thus obliging their gambling 
friends, in other respecis it is unwelcome. 
When the gamblers’ trust decided to reopen 
the pool-rooms it did not attack the constitu- 
tionality of the law, but sought to evade it, 
pretending the bookmakers. were merely 
agents for persons at the tracks who actually 
placed the bets. The city law department 
obligingly consented to take this view of the 
law, and informed the Mayor that it would be 
dangerous to meddle with the pool-sellers. 
That dodge worked splendidly. But here 
comes a Judge who says the law is worthless— 
that pool-selling is nothing but gambling and 
should be dealt with under the provisions of 
the criminal code relating to that oifense. 

Therefore the city authorities can say no 
longer that it is dangerous to close these 
rooms. They are neither detter nor worse 
than those gambling dens which¢hey pretend 
to close but do not. If they reject Judge 
Baker's opinion they must let the pool-sellers 
atithe race track alone. If they accept it, 
they must close the places down-town and

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HUBBARD AND THE“ KREUTZER SONATA.” 

Mr. John M. Hubbaud, the Assistant Post- 
master of Chicago, more than once has dis- 
played mellifluousness and skill as a singer in 
Sunday-schools and church-choirs, likewise at 
Shrievalty picnics and cam rallies. In 
this line of industry he is eq by few and 
excelled by none. We believe he is per- 
forming his postal duties with marked ability. 


As chorister, cantor,-precentor, and Assistant 


Postmaster he is altogether worthy of com- 
mendation. ‘When, however, he steps aside 
from these duties and seeks to constitute him- 
self censor of literary morality and critic of 
cold type for the United States, Taz Trisunsz 
cannot indorse him. It doubts seriously his 
ability in this direction, and is of opinion that 
there are scholars in his Sunday-school class 
more capable of filling that responsible posi- 
tion. g . 

Mr. Hubbard has initiated himself into his 
duties as literary censor of the United States 
by recommending, that Count Tolstoi’s 
“Kreutzer Sonata” shall be excluded from 
the mails, and in a moment of extraordinary 
exacerbation, Postmaster Sexton, Assistant 
Attorney-General Tyner. and Postmaster- 
General John Wanamaker have indorsed his 
recommendation ‘and thus indirectly have 
manifested their confidence in Mr. Hubbard’s 
ability as a literary critic and inspector of 
book morals. Having met with such 
marked success in his first venture 


it is highly probable Mr. Hubbard will extend 


his researches and prosecute his inquisition 
among the works of “ those d—d literary 
fellers ’’ withezeal intensified by his victory 
over the Russian fanatic, If, however, this 
and other communities hereafter must go to 
Mr. Hubbard for their reading matter, and he 
is to be the censor of propriety, we want him 
to do his work with intelligence, discrimma- 
tion, and thoroughness, and not strain at 
gnats and swallow camels. Tue Trisune 
gladly will aid him in this work, and it noti- 
fies him now that the Kreutzer Sonata is as 
harmless as Pope’s Essay on Man or 
Davies“ Legendre compared with shoals of 
books that are passing continually through 
the ce, contaminating the mails, en- 
dangering the young and guileless clerks who 
handle them, and scattering the germs of 
moral miasma through all the public and 
private libraries of the country. Among these 
dangerous books we would suggest a few 
of the more prominent ones which are worthy 
of Mr, Hubbard’s prompt attention. After he 
has read them we are quite certain he will 
warn Brother Wanamaker of their dangerous 
contents and that they not only will be ex- 
cluded at once from the mails but also will be 
removed from the shelves of the store kept by 
Mr. Wanamaker, merchant, and consigned to 
the flames or sent to Mr. Hubbard for expur- 
gation. As a first installment Taz Torn 
would suggest the Holy Scriptures (new and 
old version) ; Shakspeare’s, Ben Jonson’s, and 
Beaumont and Fietcher’s plays; Ovid and 
Apuleius; Goethe and Heine; Swift, Sterne, 
and Steele; George Sand and Victor Hugo; 
Daudet, De Maupassant, Dumas, ind Zola; 
the poems of Chaucer, Spenser, Shelley, By- 
ron, Burns, Gay, and Swinburne; Rabelais, 
the Decameron, the Heptameron, and the Rel- 
iques of Father Prout; the Memoirs of Count 
Grammont, edited by that bold, bad man, 
Walter Scott ; likewise his editions of Joseph 
Andrews, Jonathan Wild, Humphrey Clinker, 
Roderick Random, Tristram * Shandy, and 
the Sentimental Journey; Auerbach’s 
“On the Heights; “Elective Affinities’; 
Walt Whitman, Ella Wheeler Wilcox, and 
Edgar Saltus; Ouida; Carpenter’s Physiology 
and Fowler’s Phrenology; all the reports of 
medical societies; the music dramas of Wag- 
ner; the fads of Ibsen, and the universal 
mythology. These constitute but a tithe of 
the dangerous matter whieh is passing con- 
stantly through the mails, and most of it is to 
be found in every well regulated library, but, 
from Mr..Hubbard’s point of view, it is all 
worse than the Kreutzer Sonata, and should 
be excluded. We will not be answerable for 
Mr. Hubbard’s state of mind after he has 
read all these works. His present grief will 
be light in comparison, but we feel confident 
that he will do his duty fearlessly when he 
discovers this mass of fetid literary compost 
which is infecting the mails, the manners and 
the morals of the people; and that after he 
has gone through it with his muck rake noth- 
ing more dangerous than Sunday sermons, 
moral essays, and disquisitions on the tariff 
and seal pups will get into the post-office, and 
that, having accomplished his great work, the 
censor will sing to his congregations a new 
song of thanksgiving in exultant but ex- 
emplary bass to the decorous accords of sack- 
buts, cymbals, and shawms. He will grieve 
no longer. 


PRIVATE AND PUBLIC ENTERPRISE. 

The completion of the West Side cable road 
has given to a large portion of that division 
the same facilities for reaching the business 
center that other sections have enjoyed for 
some little time: While the rapid growth of 
the city shows that the surface railroad ac- 
commodations will be inadequate soon, if 
they are not now on some occasions, yet they 
are better than were dreamed of a few years 
ago and superior on the whole to those of 
other cities. : 

The three great street railway systems of 
Chieago, into which the one mile of track of 
1859 has expanded, were the results of indi- 
vidual energy. They were built for the sake 
of making money. Under that spur millions 
have been invested in cars, roadbeds, and 
machinery, The owners of the roads have 
profited enormously. The free use of the 
streets granted them by the city has been a 
bonanza. Though they have made and ‘are 
making so much they often have been greedy 
for more, and, forgetful of the privileges 
granted them, have denied the people their 
just rights. They have run poof cars, too few 
of them, and on too slow time, and by rows 
with their employés, generally unnecessary, 
have put the people to intolerable incon- 
venience, | 

Yet it. cannot ‘be said that the people have 
gained nothing or that their nickels buy them 
no more today than in 1860. Then a man paid 
five cents for a ride from Madison to Twelfth 
street in a cheap car dragged along by slow 
horses. Today a nickel will carry him about 
ten miles in comfortable cars, cool in sum- 
mer and warm in winter, at what would have 
seemed once an amazing rate of speed. Some 
men have grown rich through the street car 
system, but the people in general have been 


_ 


largely the gainers. ' 


It is a question whether the citizens would 


have fared as well if the city had taken the 
street-car business into its own hands in 1868 
and hung on to it. It is doubtful whether 
there would have been any cable-cars, for 
there would not have been that greed for gain 
which made corporatore stake millions on the 
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been insufficient, and the only remedy 

But if the city had run the roads there 
would have been fewer complaints about their 
missively from a municipality treatment 
which makes them furious when received 
from a private concern which, they believe, 


is making money out of them, even though it 


be but.a fraction of a cent. If the water- 
works were in private hands and there were 
as many instances of outrageous neglect and 
indifference to the rights of consumers as have 


happened in this city this summer the suffer- , 


ers would have been up in arms. They would 
have deluged the Council with petitions and 
the papers with letters. They would have re- 
fused to pay their bills and defied the com- 
pany. And yet the business ‘of furnishing’ 
water is a much more simple one than that of 
should be intrusted te a city. 


So while the policy which Chicago ne 


sued thus far regarding street railroads has not 


been a wise one in many respects, yet it has 


led to better results than the attempt of the 
municipality to manage the entire business 
would have done. Undoubtedly the best 
course would have been to follow a middle 
path, by which the city would have gotten a 
larger share of the harvest reaped by private 
enterprise. But unfortunately nobody thought 
of it in time. . 


CITY AND COUNTRY. 

Several newspapers have commented re- 
cently on the much greater merease in the 
cities of the United States than in the sur- 
rounding country during the last ten years, 
and most of them refer to the fact as an un- 
wholesome feature in our progress. Some 
even affect to regard it as unnatural, being 
due mostly to a pressure by residents of the 
rural districts anxious to share in the specta- 
cles, pleasures, conveniences, and excitements 
of many kinds of business in the cities. These 
conclusions are open to serious question. It 
may be admitted that all forms of human 
corruption center in the larger aggregations 
of humanity, and find there their fullest de- 
velopment, while the greater conveniences 
enjoyed there and the apparently less exact- 
ing character of the toil draw many towards 
them, still there are other reasons for the 
change. 

The statistics show that the cultivation of 
cereals scarcely has kept pace in volume with 
the population, while it is well known that im- 
provements in machinery for use on the farm 
enable the proprietor to raise a given quantity 
with the aid of much less manual labor than 
formerly. The ten years have witnessed an 
important change in that respect, and the ag- 
gregate is all the greater as the last decade 


-has witnessed the era of bondnza land culture, 


in which the introduction of machine 
processes permits far more of a saving per 
cent than is possible on the small land hold- 
ing. Live stock has increased in greater ratio 
thah the population, but the augment is most- 


ly on the ranch, where a large number & ani- 


mals can be cared for by a fewmen. It is 
true that labor-saving machinery has been 
introduced in the cities even more than 
on the farm, but it finds an ever-broadening 
field for the consumption of its products, 
which stimulates effort, while the new ma- 
chinery itself requires the employment of a 
vast amount of manual labor in the cities be- 


| fore it can be set to work in turhing out ma- 


terial for sale. There is thus an ever-widen- 
ing field for human exertion in the city, and 
a relative narrowing of that in the rural por- 
tions of the country, when both are measured 
against the continuous increase in population. 
It seems to be a fact that the offezings of work 
to be done in the farming districts do not ex- 
ceed the offerings of capacity on the part of 
men willing to work for. the moderate wages 
there paid, and it is well known that the idle 
fellow there has a sorry time of it unless he be 
sick or well advanced in age. He is apt to be re- 
garded as a disreputable loafer, and treated ac- 
cordingly. In the city the man who does not 
care for regular employment generally can 
„get along somehow.” He picks up an odd 
job here and there which pays much better for 
the time being than would the same amount 
of exertion on the farm, and his loafing hours 
are apt to be less miserable. Thus, throwing 
out of the account the vicious phase of the 
subject, there is no small reason for the growth 
of the city at the expense of the country which 
surrounds it. A- certain amount of such 
change in conditions is not only naturel but 
healthy. Ofcourse there is a limit beyond 
which the drain from one section to the other 
would be carried too far, but it is difficult to 
draw the line, and would be found still harder 
to enforce its observance by the people who 
live on both sides of it.

THE LAWYERS TRADES UNION. 
| While President Harrison in appointing 
business-men and editors to high diplomatic 
and executive posts has done much to discredit 
the theory that all choice public offices belong 
| of right to the lawyers, it is plain that the old 
doctrine still prevails in Congress, dominated 
as both Houses are by professional attorneys. 
This is illustrated curiously by the Bank- 
ruptcy bill which passed the House last week, 
and which requires that each referee appointed 
under its provisions must be a member of 
the bar, a practicing attorney in the terri- 


torial district in which he personally lives for 


at least three years.” Not content with the 
unwritten law under which the lawyers get 
nine-tenths of all the ‘offices worth having, 
they have in this instance seen to it that every- 
body else is barred out by statute. Even 
young lawyers recently admitted to the bar 
are excluded, however capable or worthy, so 
tbat the older fellows may capture all the 


plums, 


\. To claim that no man but a professional at- 


terney is fit to act as a referee in bankruptcy 
simply is absurd. Any clear-headed business- 
man capable of acting as an administrator, 
executor, or guardian can fill the post of a 
referee in hankruptcy, and doubtless in thou- 
sands of cases better service thus would be 
had than if dependence was put exclusively in 
lawyers, Professional pride prompts lawyers 
to imagine and create difficulties where none 
exist and to enlarge the bill of fees and costs 
in proportion. It was the administration of 
the Bankruptcy act of 186% by lawyers which 
brought it into odium. and at length caused 
the public to condemn it as a measure de- 
signed to give the estates of bankrupt debtors 
over to lawyers ana court officials, to be con- 
sumed by them just as the monkey ate the 
cheese ef the quarrelsome cats. 

There are some indications of a reaction 
against the lawyers’ trades union monopoly of 
offices. The lawyers will not have exclusive 
possession of all desirablé public offices in the 
future, and may do well if they retain their 
monopoly of seats on the bench. The people 
are getting tired of legal formalism and tech- 
nicality as maintained by professional attor- 
ney Judges without regard to the actual truth 
and justice of the questions in controversy. 
Formerly in England courts were made up of 
“law Judges” and “associate Judges,” the 
latter always being chosen from outside the 
legal profession. That practice may be re- 
sumed, In Kansas two years ago a constitu- 
tional amendment, increasing the Supreme 
Court from three to seven members, was de- 
feated because of an offensive provision that 
all Judges must be members of the bar. The 
people of Kansas were not ready to declare 
that all citizens, however learned or eminent, 
must be excluded from the highest bench of 
the State unless they were professional attor- 
neys. The amendment is again before the 
people with the offensive provision stricken 
out, and doubtless will be adopted. If Kansas 
hereafter should develop any Blaines or 
Gladstones and the Nation should nof demand 
them as its expounders of constitutional, inter- 
national, or parliamentary law, they could 
be employed usefully at home on the State 
bench, even though they never had been ad- 
mitted to the bar. 


A Gorresponpent of the Engineering and 
Building Record takes strong exception to the 
plan of building another huge crib in the 
lake for the terminus of a tunnel to serve Chi- 
cago with water. He quotes the experience 
of Toronto, with a submerged intake in 
twenty-six feet of water and 2,000 feet from 
shore. .It was put into use in 1882, and a thor- 
ough examination two years ago showed it to 
be perfectly clean. It never has required 
cleaning, nor has there ever been any obstruc- 
tion from floating ice, while the formation of 
anchor ice is prevented by the employment of 
an oak grating instead of iron bars. Also the 
present intake for the old Hyde Park Water 
Works is submerged, and has been working for 
several years without interruption,though com- 
paratively near shore. The submerged intake 
was recommended for the new tunnel at Chi- 
cago about three years ago by acommittee con- 
sisting of Messrs. S. B. Williams, S. G. Art- 
ingstall, and Rudolph Hering, and some years 
previously the same idea was otherwise 
pressed upon the attention of Mayor Harrison 
and Engineer Cregier, But the plan seems to 
be too simple and direct to have commended 
itself to the men in authority, though it is 
difficult to imagine any valid objection to 
it. The supply from a submerged inlet would 
be purer than that taken from the. surface, 
unless the opening were directly in the path 
of a column of sewage, which it would never 
encounter after the Drainage Commissioners 
have done their work and probably not now. 
Such an inlet would offer no obstruction to 
navigation, nor necessitate the banishment of 
one or more human beings from civilization 
during the winter months and place them 
where they would not seldom be fhenaced 
with death for two or three days in succes- 
sion. It would require no attention, while fhe 
surface inlet is continually in danger of being 
blocked by ice in cold weather and by floating 
rubbish in the summer season; and the clean- 
ing, if it ever should be required, is one of the 
simplest among the problems with which the 
civil engineer has to deal, 


A companison of the statistics of illegal ex- 
ecutions in the Northern and Southern States 
during the seven months of 1890, just finished, 
tells a suggestive story. During this period 
there were sixty-five reported and well authen- 
ticated cases of lynching in Southern States 
and but seven in the Northern. There were 
but three Southern States exempt—Delaware, 
Missouri, and West Virginia—but there were. 
twenty-three Northern States. California had 
two cases, Colorado one, Indiana two, 
Nebraska one, and Oregon one. The Southern 
record is as follows: Alabama six, Arkansas 
five, Florida two, Géorgia ten, Kentucky 
three, Louisiana six, Maryland one, Mississip- 
pi four, North Carolina one, South Carolina 
three, Tennessee four, Texas eighteen, Vir- 
ginia one, and New Mexico one. Thus it will 
be seen that Texas alone had nearly three 
times as many lynchings asthe entire North, 
Louisiana within one as many, and the

The Constitution says that a member of the 
General Assembly shall hold neither a State 
nor a Federal “office.” Elsewhere it defines 
what an “office” is dnd distinguishes it from 
an “employment.” Thus a Collector of Cus- 
toms, being a Federal officer, cannot sit in the 
Legislature. A janitor, being a Federal em- 
pleyé, can. Thus, when Gen, Palmer says 
that two post-affice *‘employés” sat in the 
Legislature, the title he gives them proves 
they had a right to sit there. The Democrats 
were so conscious of the weakness of their 
case that after their splurge on the first day of 
the session they made no effort to find out 
whether the members whose right to seats 


they challenged were Federal officers and in- 


eligible or Federal employés and eligible.

The trouble in 
Cleveland grows out of the failure of the Po- 
lice Commissioners to do their duty, but the

this city. Commenting upon the raiding of a 
gambling-room in which the home talent 
was not interested, the Leader says: 

At the time it was raided aud its proprietor ar- 
rested,all the regular gambling dens of the city were 
running full blast, fleecing as many of the visitors as 
they could, and yet not one of them was disturbed 

the police. Why was this discrimination made?

THE FATHER OF SANITARY SCIENCE. 


Recollections of Sir Edwin Chadwick, C. B., 
the Eminent English Savant. 

Pall Mall Gazette: We regret to announce 
the death of Sir Edwin Chadwick, C. B., 
which took place at Park Cottage, East 
Sheen, at ten minutes 
past 1 o’clock on the 
morning of July 46. 

Born in the first year 

of this century, and 

called to the bar in 

1830, Sir Edwin Chad- 

wick, the Father of 

Sanitary Science, was 

long one of the most 

eminent authorities on 

sanitary reform and 

social economy. He 

did excellent work 

under the Poor-Law 

Commissioners. In m EDWIN CHADWICK. 
1854 Mr. Chadwick (he was not knighted until 
1889), on the reconstruction of the General 
Board of Health, threw up the Commissioner- 
ship on that body, which he had held 
since 1848, in which year he was created a 
C. B. Sir Edwin Chadwick was as well known 
in America as in this country, and Dr. Rich- 
ardson has chronicled his labors in “ The 
Health of Nations.“ He was a Lancashire 
man, and was chiefly edugated in London. At 
an early period of his career he maintained 
himself by reporting and writing for the press 
—an article in the Westminster Review (April, 
1828) being really the germ of the sanitary 
idea. Factory labor, the operation of the 
Poor law, the constabulary, and many other 
questions alternated with his early studies and 
efforts on behalf of hygiene, until, in 1848, 
the Public Health act was enacted. As Sir 
Lyon Playfair said at the dinner given 
to the veteran last year, Sir Edwin always 
gras a principle with the tenacity of a 
bulldog, and no one who realizes the immense 
strides taken by sanitation of late years will 
be inclined to cavil at the statement when it 
is remembered that but for the unfailing per- 
severance of the dead guardian of the public 
health we should probably still be ing in 
the mists which so largely obscured all sani- 
tary matters during the early part of the cent- 
ury. Pure water, the system of drainage, the 
comparative freedom from fever epidemics. 
for all these the Londoner is greatly indebted 
to Sir Edwin Chadwick. 

In his house on the borders of Richmond 
Park, up to a date within the last few months, 
Sir Edwin, hale and hearty despite his great 
burden of years, might have been seen. He 
was a tireless worker and never missed his 
morning bath, his ruddy complexion testify- 
ing to the value of his Spartan resolution. 

Sir Edwin was asked not long ago to what 
he attributed his long life and good health. 
“Well,” he replied, I have always taken 
great care of.myself; I have my daily tub, in 
which I strongly believe. But my great age 
is undoubtedly hereditary, for my father died 
at the age of 8A, my ather at 95, and my 
two great-gte athers were centenari- 
ans. Sir Edwin, it should be added, never 
smoked and lived largely on v bles. 

Sir Edwin’s methory stretched back an 
almost incredible distance, and the friendship 
of numberless distinguished men was his. In 
an interview with a representative of the Pall 
Mali et only a few months ago Sir Edwin 
said: Jeremy Bentham, as I have said, I 
knew well; here is a curious little book he 
gave mes look at it.” I“ The White Bull, an 

riental History, from an ancient Syrian MS., 
communicated by Mr. Voltaire, the whole 
faithfully done into English by Jeremy 
Bentham”; then in Sir Edwin’s writing: 
“I received this from Bentham, who 
spoke of it to me as a jeu desprit, written 
while he was a student.“! Then I knew 
the Mills, father and son, Malthus, Lord 
Brougham, Lord Grey, Lord Melbourne, who 
was good enough to say my report on poor 
law administration was without exception the 
most able he had ever read. Peel and Palm- 
erston and Russell were all my friends. Ed- 
ward Bulwer Lytton and I were fast cronies; 
Leigh Hunt and Albany Fonblanque, with 
whom I coéperated in the editorship of the 
Examiner, but that was after the days when 
they were fined £500 for speaking of George 
IV. as an elderly Adonis of 50, Carlyle's last 
visit was paid to me. We were very old 
friends. The two Bishops Whately and Bloom- 
field I knew well, and of course I was a 
colleague of Cornewall Lewis and Nassau 
Senior. I had the honor of knowing the 
Prince Consort well. He always was my friend, 
as was also the late King of the Belgians. 
The Prince Consort it was who secured for me 
the honor of being one of the first four who 
were admitted to the Civil Order of the Bath. 
The Emperor Napoleon I often saw. I can 
remember his once asking me what I thought 
of Paris, and I replied, Sire, they say that 
Augustus found Rome a city of brick and left 
it a city of marble. If your Majesty, finding 
Paris fair above, will leave it sweet below 

ou will more than rival the first Emperor of 
me.’ Napoleon was mightily pleased with 
=y suggestion, he entered very fully into the 
subject, and at my instance he di an in- 
quiry into the whole matter.” 


A STOLEN CITY.

Mr. Jones had an interview with Capt. Fuller- 
ton yesterday morning, and on ascertaining 
that the latter could give the necessary time to 
campaign work decided to place him at the 
head of the committee. Capt. Fullerton was 
then consulted about the make-up of the com- 
mittee. The committeemen are fairly distrib- 
uted, geographically speaking. Gen. Martin 
represents the southern section of the State, 
Pliny. B. Smith the northern, Mr. Paul 
the central, Messrs. Diller and Roberts 
the western, Messrs. Fullerton and Wilcox 
the eastern. Care was taken to select the 
members from sections where hard work has 
to be done, either in the Senatorial or Con- 
gressional districts. Capt. Fullerton’s dis- 
triet La Salle and Will Counties—is close. The 
Democrats will make a strong fight there. 
Mr. Roberts is from the Eleventh District, 
also a close one. It is the home of Mr. Phelps, 


Chairman of the Democratic Committee, Who 


will make a strong effort to elect a Democrat 
there. Mr. Paul is put on as the representa- 
tive of Senator Cullom; Mr. Diller represents 
the journalistic element, and Dr. Wilcox lives 
in a close Senatorial’ district. Martin, Smith, 
and Wilcox aremembers of the old State Com- 
mittee, while Paul, Diller, Roberts, and Ful 
lerton represent the fourteen new members. 
Policy of the Selections. 

Mr. Jones was desirous of nominating Mr. 
Morris, the eolored member of the commit- 
tee, but as he lives im the next ward to es | 
B. Smith and in the same district it was foun 
impracticable to appoint him. The other 
Chic district members requested Mr. 
Smith’s appointment. The appointment of 
Mr. Frazier of Aurora was also urged, but as 
he lives in asafe Co ional and Senatorial 
district it was decided to pass him over. 
James H. Clark had to be passed because he 
holds a Federal position. 

Capt. Fullerton, Chairman of the new Ex- 
ecutive Committee, is a veteran campaigner. 
He has been Chairman of the County Campaign 
Committee of La Salle six times, and has won 
out every time in a county that is one of the 
closest in the State and one of the most diffi- 
cult to handle. He is about 50 years 
old. He was born in Montgome 
County, Pensylvania. His parents were Scotc 
and came West with their son when the latter 
was 16 years old. They settled in La Salle 
County, where they became owners of a large 
farm. Young Fullerton enli as a private 
at the outbreak of the war and was mustered 
out as a Captain. He then practi law and 
is now one of the leaders of his circuit. He 
has been a prominent figure in he Repub-

speaker in his district and throughout Illinois, 
airman Jones has been complimented on 
his selection. 

The Executive Committee will meet at the 
Grand Pacific Thursday morning to enter 
actively on the work of the campaign. The 
candidates for State officers and the local 
Congressional and Senatorial candidates 
already named are expected to be on hand. 

Situation in Cook County. 

The Cook County campaign is likely to be- 
gin early this year. As a rule the local Re- 
publican leaders favor ‘calling the 
county convention the last week in August or 
the first in September. Ald. Arthur Dixon, 
Chairman of the Republican County 
Committee, has not decided to call 
that body together to determine the date of 
the convention. He is ready to call it any 
day thatany considerable number of commit- 
teemen may suggest, but he thinks the con- 
vention should not be held till Sept. 10, in 
order to give those Republicans who are on 
vacations a chance to get back to vote at the 

rimaries. Others, however, suggest an ear- 
ier convention, so that the can- 
didates may co-operate with the candi- 
dates for State Among these is 
Coroner Hertz, a member of the State 
Committee from the Third District. He says: 
„We want an early convention in order to 
have time to organize. Campaign Com- 
mittee can do more in the way of organization 
in a week than a County Committee can do in 
amonth. The Campaign Committee will be 
made up of the personal friends of the candi- 
dates. They will be interested in getting 
every Republican vote. They wi 
be interested also in preventing the 
Democrats from stuffing the registers. 
Our convention ought to be well over and our 
committees ought te be at work before the 
first day of registration.

A Candidate’s Views,

PERIL OF MENTAL OVERSTRAIN. 


Charles Richet in “ Popular Science Month- 
ly” for August. 

The prominent characteristie of living be- 
ings, of whatever kind, is the tendency to re- 
semble their parents. It is fatal, irresistible, 
and dominant in all biological laws. By 
heredity we acquire this or that trait of our 
fathers, whether it be nat ral or acquired in 
them. The consequence of this fact is mo- 
mentous, and has been admirably set forth by 
M. Marion in his book on “ Moral Solidarity.“ 
It is that our children will be the same as we 
have been. They are our image and the faith- 
ful portrait of ourselves. A vite acquired by 
us will become natural with them. An ‘acci- 
dental physical or moral bleinish, brought on 
by our faults, or errors, or carlessness, will 
become in them a natural blemish, and they 
will transmit it to their descendants, 

Unless we are able to preserve our mental 
and bodily forces intact, or hildren will 
be victims to our faults, y would even 
have the right to a vertain extent to call us to 
account for our careless*conduct. ‘‘ What did 
you do with that vigorous- body and healthy 
and sturdy mind that were given by your 
parents? for it is by your fault 
miserable and sickly.“ The 
of the question is thus 
lished. Since the future depends on 
the present, it is no less than a ques- 
tion of the future of men. This being fixed 
the query arises, Is there mental overstrain ? 
A careful examination of the facts gives us oc- 
casion to answer affirmatively. In consequence 
of the pradigiously artificial conditions of ex- 
sens which our 2 civilization has 
mposed upon us, we have modified 
the habitual and physiol jal life * our or- 
ganism. A close study of the its of con- 
temporary men will show that nothing is less 
in agreement with a healthy vitality the 
mode of living of today. 


Do we forget that the material structure is 
the organ of the mind and that the mind can- 
not maintain itself in an enfeebled body? We 
ought to realize that sooner or later the body 
will avenge itself. We cannot break away 
with impunity from the laws of sound psycho- 
logical hygiene. The muscle that is not ex- 
ercised becomes atrophied; the muscle that 
works too much becomes diseased. The mind 
that is not exercised decays; the mind that 
labors too much is disto „ and we reach the 
sad result of weakening the understanding by 
the excess of labor to which we subject it, of 
destroying the instrument we use. 

The philosophers of the eighteenth century 
extolled what they 8 called a return to 
the state of nature. y imagined that man 
was primarily a perfect being, and that, as 
his intellectual and social growth have gone 
on, he has cotrespondingly degenerated and 
become vicious, Nature did we said, 
but civilization made him wic The re- 
verse of this, however, is nearer thetruth; and 
if we had to look for types of moral perfec- 
tion, we should not go among savage peoples. 
Neither do savages excel the civilized ‘races in 
vigor and health of body. But while we rec- 
ognize that savages are not men whose badies 
and minds are in a supreme condition of ex- 
cellence, we have to acknowl that civil- 
ized man has singularly negle is body, 
that vesture to which it is n to attach 
some importance; for, without vesture, 
there is no man, 


The sad thing about the matter is, that it is 
not rhage 3 labor, of which the 
mind is capable of doing a great deal, as i — 
ularities m that labor, ‘that do the — 
are satisfied that the great workers, who have 
performed grand achievements by genius or 
patience, owe their triumph less to a tempor- 
ary excess of labor than to continuous, regu- 
lar, persevering work, interrupted by ar 
and systematic recreations.

Bodily activity should be 
encouraged, class hours dimimished, and play 
hours mereased. All this appears simple 
enough and easy, for everybody is at bottom 
agreed upon it. They all preach moderation, 
and it has a fine sound. But is it ever easy to 
be moderate—that is, wise?

A Peculiar Ceremony in a Quaint Old En- 
glish Town. 
London Letter in the Philadelphia Press: 


Among ’s peculiar ceremonies is the 
granting of the Flitch of Bacon at Dunmow. 
Preparations for t..c revival this year of the 
old custom are now going on. The practice 
dates back 600 years. Tradition has it 
that the monks of the Dunmow Priory, 
in qrder to play a practical joke upon 
married humanity, offered a flitch of 
bacon to the couple who should prove, to the 
satisfaction of a jury of six bachelors and six 
maidens, that they had spent the first year of 
married life in perfect ony, and had 
never at any moment wished Wy tomy tarried. 
The oath’ to be taken was a long metrical 
vow, including these phrases: 
You do swear, by custom of confession, 
Feat you never made nuptial transgression, 
since the church cler x ease Amen, 
Wished yourselves unmarried again. 

The initiation of this wee matrimonial 
prize had its parallel at Wichnour, in Stafford- 
shire, at Saint Meleine, in Brittany, and ap- 
parently at Vienna, at which place it 
may, perhaps, have even antedated Dunmow.

: ganizers Had to Contend—Personal Men- 
tion. 


The bicycle riders of Chicago have become 
numerous to make a pretty fair city 
of their own. Since the close of the period of 
apathy brought about a few years ago by too 
much professionalism the increase of riders 
has been wonderful, and it looks as if the 
wheelmen ebuld , if they wanted to, work out 
a revenge for the old bicycle blue-law days 
when policemen used to drive the wheels 
into alleys and- make ‘life wretched for the 
pioneers of cycling. This change was never 
more ap than it was to the thonsands 
who saw the great Pullman road race Decora- 
tion-Day. A beautiful souvenir of this event 
has been issued. It is printed on heavy paper 
with thick covers bound together with lilac 
ribbons, and it is full of interesting informa- 
tion for the man who hasn’t taken the time to 
note the advance of the cycling clubs of Chi- 


cago. 

The first place in the book is given to the 
Chicago Club; and that by rights, for it is the 
oldest and probably the best known. The 
Chicago Club began life Sept. 12, 1879, two 
years after the introduction of the modern 
bicycle m the West. It started with nine 
charteremembers, and it had a hard fight to 
make against prejudice, bad lanes, and worse 
streets. It increased its membership slowly 
and met with much opposition until the boom 
for Western wheel interests came with the 
meetof the League of American Wheelmen 
here in 1882. The Chicago Club, in 1884, had 
fifty members. It took quarters at No. 189 
Michigan avenue, and within a year its mem- 
bership had doubled. In 1883 it made its 
famous Canadian tour, twenty-five of its men 
running from Detroit to Buffalo by way of 
Niagara Falls. A trip from Niagara Falls to 
Boston was taken the following year, and in 
1885 the Chicago Club participated in the Big 
Four tour, when representative wheeli 
clubs from New York, Boston, Buffalo, an 
Chicago ran from Buffalo to New York by 
way of the Thousand Isles. 


The Era of Professionalism. 


Then came the era of professionalism. 
There were women’s races and six-day races 
and twenty-four-hour races until the public 
became thoroughly dis and amateur 
cycling suffered a serious setback. 

The Chicago Club went down with the others, 
and at the beginning of 1888 it had, as the his- 
tory says, but twenty-one members, noclub 
rooms, and but little money. Then a meet- 
ing was held. The active men in the club ef- 
fected a reorganization, hired rooms at No. 
103 Adams street, advanced the dues to $2 per 
month, and slowly built up the membership to 
fifty. Then came the consolidation with the 
Fort Dearborn Cycling Club which had a mem- 
bership of 175, a fine club-house, and a lot of 
racing men who had beaten nearly everybody 
in this part of the prog! These three in- 
ducements brought the Chicago Club to the 
younger organization, and the reputation of 
the former for soundness of material had a 
great deal to do in making the Fort Dearborn 
eager for aconsolidation. So near the close 
of 1888 the new Chicago Cycling Club 
began: its existence with 180 mem- 
bers at the Fort Dearborn Club-House, 
No. 3541 Lake avenue. When that house was 
found to be too small a five-years’ lease was 
secured on the present quarters, Fifty-seventh 
street and Lake avenue, and the membershi 
speedily ran up to 210. Then the Ken 
Cycling Club, which had acquired a meniber- 
ship of 100 in half a year, applied for admis- 
sion to the larger organization and was taken

Dvorak's symphony in G, No. 4, was per- 
formed recently for the second time in England, 
at the Richter concerts. The London correspon d- 
ent of American Art Journal says: “ The 
work grows on acquaintance, the opening move- 
ment, which at its first hearing was somewhat 
difficult to grasp, appearing now to far better ad- 
vantage, while the other movements, in which the 
Bohemian national characteristics are.writ large 
are likely to carry the symphony into popularity. 

The Rev. Thomas Helmore, a clergyman of 
the English Church, died recently at the age of 
80 years. He was for many wars priest in ordi- 
nary at her Majesty's Chapels Royal. He gradu- 
ated from Magdalen Hall, Oxford. in 1840, and in 
the same year was ordained and attached to 
Litchfleld Cathedral. Later he became vice- 

incipal and precentor of St. Mark's College, 
Chelse and from 1846 to 1886 was master of the 
singing boys at her Majesty's Chapels Royal and 
was 8 priest in ordinary in 1347. He was 
the author of many music books, among them 
“A Manual of Plain Song,” which is perhaps the 
most important. His work was entirely in the 
line of church music. 

The following criticism on Mme. Nordica, 
who has been singing in London this season, ap- 
peared in the English journal Modern Society: 

»The American prima donna makes up in woman- 
ly grace what she lacks in power, and she wears 
some uns. The above is a rare stroke 
of musical discrimination in its broadest treat- 
ment. However a keenness of perception not 
ordinarily noted in the English is to be seen in the 

acknowle“*gment of the critic that Mme. 

rdica's “* woman! ace’ compensates for her 

lack of “power.” The most important part of 

the criticism, musically speaking, is that portion 
which refers to the gowns. 

A French steamer, La Norma, which ar- 
rived in New York July 21, brought the original 
manuscript of unodd’s “Jeanne d Arc.“ It 
was consigned to Mr. D. C. Willoughby, Miss 
Mather’s manager, and will be used in her pro- 
duction of Jeanne d’Arc”’ at Palmer's Theater 
early in September. The music was originally 
designed for a sort of oratorio, and received its 
first production on the anniversary of the coro- 
nation of Charles VII. at Rheims. It was per- 
formed in the Cathedral of Rheims by a chorus of 
600 voices and an orchestra of 175 players. The 
work has undérgone some alterations the better 
to fit it for its present purpose. 

William H. Neave of Salisbury, N. C., is 
credited with saying: In N the duty 
of a musical conductor, popular or profession 
opinion notwithstanding, ends as soon as a per- 
formance ins.“ Mr. Neave would limit the 
duties of the conductor to the preliminary train- 


= 


ing. In his remarks on the subject he 
shows an utter lack of knowledge regard- 
ing the art of conducting, and, be- 


cause it is something he does not under- 
stand, he at once assumes that a conductor is an 
unnecessary adjunct to an orchestral perform- 
ance. The conductor, if worthy of the designa- 
tion, is of the highest importance throughout the 
performance. His influence requires to ex- 
erted continually and in various ways. Only a 
man who knows nothing of the real work per- 
formed a conductor would assert that his 
duties end when a performance begins. 


Breitkopf & Hartel have just published a 
codex of ancient music for the lute, transcribed 
into modern notation and commented by Dr. 
Chilesotti, the well-known Italian musical his- 
torian and antiquarian, one of the foremost con- 
temporaneous specialists and authorities on an- 
dient music. The codex (Lautenbach) consists of 
a collection of ninety-nine pieces of all kinds for 


the six lute, most of them belonging to 
the sixteenth century, though some are even 
older. This publication is one of 
reat utility to those who take 


terest in the history of music and in the devel- 
opment of harmony and composition, which were 
in their infancy in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, when these quaint airs first charmed 
their hearers.— American Musician.

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WHAT SOME CHICAGO MEN ARE DOING 
: AS BOOKMAKERS. 


The Process of Extra-Illustration and Its 
Origin—What We Owe to the Rev. James 
Granger, a Plodding, Rural English 
Clergyman—Inserting a Plate—Beautiful 
Books Which Have Been Made in Chi- 
cago—The Love of the Unique. 


In medieval times, and even during the 
first century after the invention of printing, a 
book was not merely a series of lettered 
sheets sewed together, but a work of art as 
well. When cloistered monks covered page 
after page of parchment with their beautiful 
black-letter text, surrounded it with a wonder- 
ful arabesque, of splendid gold and colors, 
and introduced gorgeously toned pictures to 
complete the significance and beauty of their 
labor, then was a book a work of art, em- 
bodying the mystery and poetry of the human 
soul, bearing to every one who touched it a

long respected it, and early typography 
was set forth on vellum with al- 
most as much splendor of hand-illumination 
in colors as the monks devoted to their man- 
uscripts. The wonderful Psalter which Ber- 
nard Quaritch ntly exhibited in Chicago 
as his most precious example of early typogra- 
phy, had ass ous a character of its own, 
a soul as rich and poetic, as the most splendid 
missal ever wrought by patient friar to setve 
the devotions of a Queen. | 
But gradually, during the last few centuries, 
the cheapening influence of the printing-press, 
while it has scattered books broadcast over 
every land, has destroyed their individuality— 
robbed them of their souls. Rarely does a 
modern book carry any message of love and 
patience from the heart of its maker to all 
handle it. 2 —— of ey 
it speaks machinery, of sys- 
: not of individual 
bor. It is this fact 
which offends modern bibliolatry, and which 
the bibliomaniacs of the present day strive to 
overcome. In various ways they endeavor to 
endow a book with that unique individuality, 
that subtle flavor of human love and devotion 
which the relentless steam printing-prese can- 
not impart. They accomplish this to a slight 
degree through éditions de luxe, precious in 
proportion to the smallness of the number of 
copies printed in the most perfect form on 
e sheets of hand-made paper. They strive 
for it also through delicate bindings exquis- 
itely wrought in fine morocco. But more ef- 
fectually they impart something of their own 
individuality to a book through what is called 
‘* extra-illustration.” 
The Origin of “ Grangerism.” 
Extra-illustration is the insertion of prints, 


autograp drawings, or other addenda 
in a volume to illustrate the text. 
It involves deli of workmanship 


and manipulation which is difficult to acquire 
and fascinating to practice, and which has 
been the pastime of many a lover of books 
during the last century. Even today, in busy 
Chicago, a number of ardent brain-workers 
find relaxation. in this exquisite handicraft. 
It was practiced first, so far as known, when 
the Rev. James Gr r, in 1769, issued the 
first edition of his Biographical History of 
England,” whose long catalogue of names, 
partly illustrated with portraits, was an open 
temptation to further illustration. The pref- 
ace to the edition of 1824 states that on the 
appearance of Mr. G r’s work the rage 
to illustrate it with portraits was so prevdlent 
that scarcely a copy of a book ornamented 
with portraits could be found in an im- 
mutilated state, and books of this description 
rose in price to five times their orig- 
inal value. Previous to this publication 
five shillings was considered a liberal price 
oy collectors for any English portrait, but 
after it certain prints of extreme rarity were 
sold for seventy and eighty guineas. 

Incomprehensible are the freaks of fame. 
By the publication of his ‘‘ Methodical Cata- 
logue” the Rev. James Granger, Vicar of 
Shiplake, in Oxfordshire, a quiet, plodding 
country clergyman, sent down his name to 
immortality. Extra-illustration, which his 
work made the fashion, is called Grangerism 
to this day, and those who practice it are 
Grangerites. It is said that a Grangerite never 
can be seduced from his faith, no matter how 
firmly he may resolve to give it up. O, no; 
Iam no Grangerite, said an overconfident 
North Side enthusiast. I have illustrated 
three or four books, and I intend to illustrate 
three or four more, and then I am 
going to It is a harmless recrea- 
tion and no means a use- 
less one. By devoting an hour or two to it 
each month I have become so well acquainted 
with some of the fair women and brave men 
of the past that I hall recognize them, I am 
sure, on the day of judgment. The people of 
my own neighborhood are not more familiar. 
Then, too, my memory wanders in famous 
scenes; I become delightfully intimate with 
certain episodes of history and romance.“ 

Being asked how he secured his ints for 
— this bibliophile said: I am 
in correspondenee with Eastern and European 
print sho like Sabin’s in New York, for ex- 
ample. I would not go so far as to mutilate a 
fine book to socure a coveted portrait, though, 
if I were a true Grangerite, there would be no 


ye 


limit to my predatory instincts. We may 
safely discuss as apocryphal the story 
of the fiend who deprived a first- 
folio Shakspeare of its portrait 


in order to add it to his ‘ English Worthies,’ 
but in many a catalogue of rare old books the 
words portrait missing’ tells a sad — of 
human rapine. But there are many collec- 
tions of portraits, such as Lodge’s, which 
may fairly be despoiled, and thousands of 
old books are worthless save for a plate or 
two. It is from such sources that the print- 
sellers gather their thousands of engravings 
and cuts, which can often be bought fora 
dime or two, though many of them bring fan- 
cy prices. As an occupation extra-illustration 
would not be remunerative. It is seldom that 
a book containing twoor three dozen or a hun- 
dred extra plates will being the price of the 
plates, not to speak of the labor and time in- 
volved. One does the work for the love of 


it.“ 
The Process. 

Mr. Philo Otis, who has extra-illustrated 
several fine volumes, gives the following ac- 
count of the process: 

The book which is to be thus enlarged must 
be separated into its sheets, and one by one 
as appropriate plates are secured, they shoul 
be slipped into the preper places, ready for 
the binder. It will usually happen that the 
prints are soiled, in which case they must be 
subjected to a bath in a solution of chloride 
of lime and soda, this bath to be given in a 
flat earthenware vessel, a porcelain bath-tub 
being usually the most convenient. The so- 
lution must not be too strong or it will eat 
up the picture instead of the impurities. Five 
minutes are usually sufficient to remove all 
stains except those produced by ink, which 
are fortunately rare and which uire more 
delicate treatment. After this bath the plate 
must be thoroughly rinsed in clear, cold 
water, remaining under a running hydrant if 
possible until every minftest trace of the 
acid is removed. Then it should be 
hung on a@ line to dry and when partly 
dry placed between sheets of blotting paper 
or cardboard and pressed in a letter press. 
Fresh blotting paper should be substituted 
once or twice, until almost all moisture is ab- 
sorbed from the print. It will then need to be 
shaped, for in washing and drying it stretches 
out of shape more or less. After this it should 
be placed for the last time in the letter-press 
and left until thoroughly dry. 

If the print is larger than the book it may 
be*cut down now and pl in position. If it 
is smaller we have just reached the most deli- 
cate and difficult part of the manipulation, for 
it must be inserted, that is, it must be placed 
in the center of a piece of paper in such a way 
es not to show the lines of junction. For this

Extra-Illustration in Chicago. 

The most experienced practitioner of this 
delicate art in Chicago is probably Mr. A. J. 
Cox, at whose home on Diversey street, among 
many hundreds of precious volumes, may be 
found wonderful examples of skillful and 
beautiful extra-illustration. In Mr. Cox’s li- 
brary one is tempted to digress upon his bind-

Cox is engaged just now upon a 
colossal task, which will not be compieted 
for two or three years yet. This is the pro- 
fuse illustration with fine plates of The 
Bock-Lover, which is to be increased from 
one volume to two, and enlarged from a duo- 
decimo to a quarto. To accomplish this last 
process each page of the book will have to be 
inserted in a larger sheet of carefully 
matched paper. Mr. Cox asserts that the 
lines of insertion will be practically invisible, 
and an inspection of his exquisite work in 
beveling and gluing leads one to accept his 
statement. The most delicate secrets of book- 
manipulation are known to Mr. Cox, who has 
an improved process of mounting, who can 
split a tnin sheet of paper into four sheets, 
and accomplish other seemingly’ impossible 
miracles, 

Mr. Philo Otis has done some beautiful 
work at his house on Michigan avenue. Lady 
Morgan's Memoirs,“ Malibran's Memoirs, 
and the Life of Copley” are among 
the works he has extra-illustrated, gathering 
precious engravings from far and near. Some 
of Mr. Otis’ plates were inserted or inlaid 
by Trent of New York, who is an inlayer by 
profession, but most of them the owner in- 
serted himself with a skill and taste which 
Sg that he has no need of expert assistance.

THE IMMENSITY OF SPACE. 


Tremendous Distance of the Stars from 
the Earth. 

For a long period astronomers unsuccess- 
fully endeavored to determine the distance 
between the stars and the earth, and it is only 
within a comparatively short time that the in- 
teresting problem can be said to have been 
solved, says Nature. The distance which sep- 
arates us from the nearest star is, according to 
a recent lecture by Prof. Nichols, about 206,- 
000 times greater than the distance from the 
earth to the sun, or 95,000,000 of miles multi- 
plied by 206,000. Alpha, in the constellation 
of the Centaur, is the star nearest the earth. Its 
light occupies three whole years in traversing 
the distance which separates us from the little 
blinking orb, or, in other words, should — 4 — 
be blotted out of existence today we would be 
well into the summer of 1898 before the in- 
habitants of this mundane sphere would be 
aware that Alpha no longer existed.

“Under the present ethical standards of civil- 
ized life, a man does not go from his mistress to 
his Madonna.

If she were 
the ablest painter living, instead of being one of 
the crudest critics, she could still sigh over the 
poverty of imagination in our modern art. Verily, 
the god-like faculty lies drugged and beaten and 
robbed along the golden highways of art, while 
the painter in splendid robes, the sculptor in fair 
white tunic, the lyre-laden musician, and the 
laureled poet pass by on the other side. On 
toward the gilded capital they pass, where thou- 
sands wait to do them honor, heedless of the 
angelic traveler whose white wings lie crushed 
beneath his unconscious form, whose closed lids 
shut out from the shadow-haunted world the 
glory of Paradise. Where is the Good Samaritan, 
innocent and powerful, whose loving touch will 
awaken this prostrate, bemired* archangel—this 
Uriel, Light of God and Regent of the Sun? 

For we who dwell in the capital have missed 
this spirit these many years. Long ago he passed 
forth, and we know not that he fell among thieves, 
and we wonder at the darkness of the world, Of 
all travelers, as they come to us with their pict- 
ures and statues and tell their tales and sing 
their songs, we ask news of him, but all are silent. 
We give them crowns and bravos, but our hearts 
are dumb. We marvel much at what they bring 
us, we talk of color and light and beauty, but we 
know that the Infinite is hidden from them and 
us and that clouds hang over the face of the sun.

Our good Samaritan will have to be in- 
spired, like him of the parable, with the spirit of 
Self-confidence and self-sacrifice. Artists are 
proverbial egotists, yet what our artists need is 
not less egotism, but more—or rather, egotism of 
a loftier, type. We find them heeding public 
praise or censure, contented with little things 
and doubting their capacity for great ones, paint- 
ing dropped eggs on toast because they dare 
not attempb. the angel. Let it is more disgraceful 
for an artist than for a soldier to be a coward. 
The soldier serves merely some earthlx potentate, 
but the artist has taken an oath 
of. -allegiance to the twin-spirits of 
Truth and Beauty, and no i deed 
should be too heroic, no labor too severe to be at- 
tempted in their service. Not he who shows 
facility in handling a brush or molding-stick, but 
he who can think and feel and hope, is fit to be an 
artist,as manya fond parentof youthful pre- 
cocity should learn. Too many men become 
painters and sculptors because they can lay on 
colors or model forms in slavish imitation of 
nature, while the. high imaginative souls, the 
men with hearts and capable of 
noble creative work, do not heed 
the. call of art, but allow their genius 
to be taken captive by the countless sirens of ma- 
terialism. There is too much fear of poverty and 
of ridicule abroad in the land, too much love of
